Other speakers included Harry Caudill and Eldon David- 
son. both of w horn rebutted portions of an article in the Mon- 
day Hazard Herald by Fred B. Bullard, President of the Ken- 
tucky Coal Association. 

Caudill urged the members of the new organization to 
’ push this fight in every county of Eastern Kentucky.” 

The statement by Bullard that drew the rebuttal from 
Caudill and Davidson cautioned newspaper readers that “iso- 
lated incidents have been exaggerated out of proporUon to the 
point that they are made to appear to be the rule rather than 
the exception.” 

His statement went on to challenge the validity of the 
telephone conversation Matt Holliday of Clear Creek reported- 
ly had with President Johnson reeardinp the strip mining silu a - 



tion in Knott County. 

Bullard'* doubt about the phone call wa* apparently con- 
firmed tooay by a letter to the Herald from President John- 
son * press secretary, George Reedy, in answer to a letter the 
HeraM had sent the President. 

Here is the text of the letter: 

1 iic President has asked me to reply to your friendly 
letter of June 9 and to express Ids deep interest in ensuring 
a beautiful America 

”1 must inform you, however, that a careful check of the 
President's telephone log docs net disclose any record of a 
conversation with Mr. Holliday. But. in any event, 1 am tak- 
ing the liberty of forwarding a copy of your letter to Secre- 
tary Ida 11. Sincerely, isignedi George E Reedy, Press Secre- 
tary to the President.” 

The Herald also received a letter from Governor Breathitt 
in which the Governor asked persons in this area to attend 
and participate in a three-day symposium on strip mining in 
Kentucky, which will tie held in Lexington June 23-25. 

The purpose of the symposium, the Governor said, is to 
invite the public “to review and discuss the adequacy of the 
present law and our enforcement activities” with respect to 
strip mining. 

Governor Breathitt sent Robert Montgomery, deputy com- 
missioner of the Department of Natural Resources, to Perry 
and Knott Counties Tuesday to gather information about the 
current strip mine controversey.
